Os his last trip to Spain Gahlen 
vaa received by General Tigon* Chief of Staff of the Spanish Army, and on 
several occasions he fans net the heads of the Trench, Sviae, Banish, and 
BbrwegiAa Intelligence Services. 

3. Oohlen hma alto stated that he hopes he rill hove rose free tine 
in Bev fork vhere he vould like to see John Boker, Eric tforburg, and Erie 
te&ldsan. 

SbUt Botosr and ttarburg are Rev York: businessmen with nnaseroue COtt- 
tacts in Gersssany. Boker escorted Grfilen and members of his staff to the 
Halted States in 1945 and has rsaained In contact vith Gehlen during the 
past fev years* In October I960 'Marburg arranged In Gertssay a. dimer for 
Gehleu vith Mr. XcGley. His device In making the arrangements through an
